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Laurier Will Call National 
Convention of Liberals for 
Discussing Peace Problems 


Makes Announcement at Banquet Held to Celebrate Sir Wilfrid's 


77th Birthday—Function 


Is Climax to Formation of 


Western Ontario Liberal Association 


LONDON, Ont., Nov. 19.—Right 
Hon, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, at a ban- 
quet tendered here tonight by West- 
ern Ontario Liberals, announced his 
intention of calling a national con- 
vention of all the Liberals in the Do- 
minion at a “not far distant date,” to 
consider =jyroblems confronting the, 
country now that peace seems as- 
suerd, 

The opposition leader declgred that 
a@ny statement of the policies that the 
party intends to pursue would be pre- 
mature at this date and intimated 
that such a pronouncement cannot oe 
expected untill peace terms have been 
signed. 

The banquet tonight came some- 
What in the nature of a climax to 
the formation of the Western Ontario 
Liberal Association this afternoon, 
when it was quite apparent that the 
framework of a national convention 
was established with the adoption of 
a constitution. Sir Wilfrid was ac- 
corded a remarkable ovation by the 
200 guests present and the banquet 
was in the nature of a_ celebration 
of the leader's 77th birthday. 


In his speech, Sit Wilfrid took oc- 
casion to score the government in con- 
nection with the administration of 
the Military Service Act, laying es- 
pecial emphasis on the promise that 
farmers would be exempt from the 
provisions of the act and subsequent 
revocation in view of the serious situ- 
ation in France, He declared that 
Sir Robert Borden and other mem- 
bers of the government who recently 
left for England might have found 
better use for their time by staying 
at home and deciding on some policy 
regarding soldiers revurning from 
overseas, 

The proposed league of nations was 
not so much a dream as some people 
imagined, he said, and was confident 
that something definite along these 
lines would be arrived at in the peace 
conference In this gonnection he 
referred to the friendly relations 
which have existed between Canada

FARMERS URGED 
TO INCREASE 
LIVE STOCK 


—— 


Won't Be Taking Chances in Do- 
ing So, Asserts Food Control- 
ler Thompson 


OTTAWA, Nov. 19.—Representative 
livestockmen, including breeders, deal- 
ers and meat packers from all parts 
of the country, met In conference today 
at the Chateau Laurier, with officers 
of the Department of Agriculture and 
Chairman Thompson of the Canada 
Food Board, to discuss plans for secur- 
ing and financing the maximum busi- 
ness in livestock products for Canada 
from the United Kingdom and Europe 
during the period of reconstruction, 
upon which the world is now entering. 
The demand upon the livestock in- 
dustry of this country during the next 
few years, in the unanimous view as 
expressed by those present today, was 
likely to exceed that of the four years 
of war. 

Dr, J. H. Grisdale, deputy. minister 
of agriculture, presided at the opening 
meeting today, which was addressed 
by Hon. T. A. Crerar, Minister of 
Agriculture; Chairman Thompson of 
the Canada Food Board, and H. 8. 
Arkell, Livestock Commissioner. 

=mphasis was laid throughout the 
discussion upon the important part 
livestock may be made to take in pay- 
ing the natonal debt incurred by the 


war. 
Won't Be Taking Chances 

“Annual interest on our war debt 
alone. will amount to over $55,000,000," 
said Chairman Thompson of the Can- 
ada Food Board. “Most of that amount 
has got to come out of the top six 
inches of the soil. It is my firm con- 
viction that the livestock industry's 
development is the most important 
reconstruction work that can come 
before the government. The farmers 
of Canada won't be taking any chances 
by increasing their livestock opera- 
tions in every direction. By increased 
production of livestock we can pay 
the interest on our national debt, wipe 
it off entirely and start the era of 
peace-time prosperity Canada is en- 
titled to.” 

It was the general opinion of the 
representations of the packing houses 
present, based in several cases from 
the reports of their agents overseas, 
that the market for livestock pro- 
ducts will not become normal for at 
least four years. 

E. C. Fox, of the William Davies 
company, declared that the market 
for hogs was greater than Canada 
could supply. 

Hon. T. A. Crerar agreed with the 
meeting upon the importance of im- 
pressing the government with the 
views of the livestock men and a 
meeting of the conference with the 
cabinet as arranged for tomorrow 
evening at six o'clock, when definite 
proposals will be submitted.

ences on unemployment here today. 
As a result, it is probable that the 
plans will be perfected which will per. 
mit the employment agencies to ren- 
der the maximum service to returned 
soldiers when the time comes for their 
return to civil occupations. The con- 
ference today was of somewhat an in- 
formal nature, but questions of policy 
were discussed and some progress 
maae in this direction. With the ex- 
ception of the maritime provinces, 
which sent no direct representatives, 
but will nevertheless be represented 
by their premiers attending the con- 
ference of prime ministers, all the 
provinces sent delegates.

| tion of our responsibilities, our duties

When Proclamation of Peace 
is Published 


Ottawa, Nov, 19-—-Validating legta- 
lation will be submitted next session, 
it is expected, in regard to prohibi- 
tion, The order-in-councl! on which 
Dominion action was taken found its 
authority in the war measures law. 
The order itseif remains in force dut- 
ing war-time and for a period of 12 
months afterwards, The war meas- 
ures law, however, expires on the pro- 
clamation of peace in the Canada Gaz- 
ette. The question how far the order- 
in-council is valid after the war meas- 
ures law has ceased to exist is now 
before the justice department. 

The same point has arisen in Great 
Britain in regard to orders-in-council 

assed there under authority of the 
Jefence of Real act or “Doria” as it 
is more commonly called, A special 
commitee which had the question un- 
der consideration decided that war 
would cease to exist on the exchange 
of the formal peace ratifications and 
that orders-in-council passed under 
the defence of the realm law would 
not be valid after expiry of the act 
itself, unless validated by parliament, 
It is probable the justice department 
will reach a similar conclusion in re- 
epect to orders-in-council passed un- 
der the war measures law.

P.8.—The above having been written about ten days ago, two matters 
have since arisen which I feel must be referred to. 

The definite approach of PEACE and the near date of signing a 
Treaty has brought the question of re-settlement, reconstruction and care 
of the returned soldiers more pressingly home to such cities as have, like 
Edmonton, contributed such a substantial percentage of its popwation 
to the fighting forces. This question must now be faced and grappled 
with in earnest. The absolute consideration of the rights of the returned 
men is not Federal, Provincial or Municipal, but MUST be dealt with 
jointly by all three, and the least interested in such matters is by no 
means the Municipality in which the men live and which comes in such 
close contact with their everyday life. This will require constant recog- 
nition and direct dealing with the authorized representatives of the 
returned men in matters that will arise almost daily. 

The second matter is that of the Federal Labor Party candidates. 
Owing to the ban on public meetings, the regular nominations were im- 
possible. The Executive were forced to act, To add strength to their 
deliberations the Executive of the City Trades and Labor Council were 
invited to join them in their meeting. After this joint committee had 
decided not to nominate or endorse a Candidate for Mayor, but before 
I was informed of such action, I was called on the ‘phone, the committee 
being still in session, and asked if I would accept a nomination from 
this committee for Alderman.

reported, 21,592; new cases reported 
during the past 48 hours, 1,317; total, 
22,909. 


As frequently stated, these reports 
come in practically after the battle is 
over in some localities.

A 
few of the most striking cases from 
points that already had reported, and 
are now reporting new cases, are as 
foll.

This 
does not conflict with our view that, 
particularly tn the northern vortions 
of the province this, perhaps, is our 
heaviest week. But the workers are 
out.

OSEPH SMITH, 
MORMON LEADER, 
DEAD; AGED 80 


Is Reputed to Have Had Five 
‘Wives and Forty-three 
Children 


Salt Lake, Utah, Nov. 19.—Joseph 
F¥. Smith, president of the Church ot 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
(Morman), died at his home here 
early today after a lingering iliness. 


Joseph Fielding Smith was 80 years 
old. His father, Hyrum Smith, and 
his uncle, the original prophet Joseph, 
were shot to death by a mob which 
stormed the jail in Carthage, Til. 
where the two were confined shortly 
after they began to preach plurality of 
wives. When his mother, with the 
rest of the Mormons, was driven from 
Nauvoo, Ill. the eight-year-old Joseph 
Fielding Smith drove a ox team across 
the plains into Utah and became a 
herd boy and later a missionary, and 
when, in 1852, Brigham Young estab- 
lished the headquarters of the Mor- 
mon sect at Salt Lake City, he was 
sent on a mission to Hawaii when only 
15 years old. He entered the army 
which Young dispatched to intercept 
the United States troops which were 
about to invade Utah. and performed 
active service as a scout, harassing the 
federal expedition until the president's 
proclamation ‘ended the “Mormon 
war.” 

Joseph Fielding Smith was an avow~ 
ed polygamist. According to his own 
testimony in the United States senate 
inquiry into the case of Reed Smoot, 
United States senator from Utah, 
Smith had five wives. It is said his 
children numbered 43. He directed 
large enterprises in connection with 
church affairs. His private fortune 
was reported to be large. Aside from 
his religious activities Smith was sev- 
era) times a member of the Utah state 
leigislature and of the city council 
of Salt Lake. He was widely travelled 
man, having made many trips to Eu- 
rope. In 1874 he was sent to England 
as a missionary and was so active with 
the Mormon propaganda that his work 
attracted wide attention. 


ORDER CANCELLED

That the outbreak of revolution 
fin Germany, real or pretended or 
Jpartly both, has seriously compli- 
Jceated the question of a final settle 
ment of accounts is undeniable. In- 
stead of dealing with a competent

The situation is further involv 
led by the liability of Bolshevism 
breaking out in Germany, Hither- 
lto there has been little evidence of

‘lies alongside Russia, and revolu- 
tionary conditions are favorable 
“to the spread of the infection. To 
prevent the industry of the coun- 
' iry being paralyzed, as it has been 
‘in Russia, by an outbreak of the 
spirit of destruction is to the ad- 
vantage of the Allies, as to that of 
Germany. Social madness in Ger- 
}many would impose upon the Al- 
lies, as a measure of self-protec 
Ytion, the task of restoring order, 
dand that of saving the population 
from starvation for an indefinite 
period, The job we already have 
of that kind in Russia is enough. 
We shall, apparently, have to find 
food for the German people for 
a time, however industriously they 
may set themselves to the task of 
resuming production. An outbreak 
of Bolshevism. would undoubtedly 
both widen the range of destitu- 
tion and prolong the period dur 
ing which Germany must be fed. 
There is also some prospect that 
the upsetting of royal families 
and the establishment of local re 
publies may work out in the com- 
plete disintegration of the Ger- 
man Empire and its resolution into 
the score of small independent 
states from which it was compos- 
ed, That, in the language of the 
late Kaiser, would put the Allies 
‘in presence of an accomplished 
fact’’ of an awkward character.

In a very real sense responsi 
bility rests upon Bernhardi for 
every civilian who was killed in 
the bombing of unfortified Eng- 
lish towns and cities, the sinking 
of passenger liners, and the cam 
paign of unbridled hate that was 
let loose in Belgium and northern 
France. Those who committed 
these atrocities committed“them 
in a fury of passion and the heat of 
war. Bernhardi taught them in 
the days of peace that to do such 
things was their duty to their 
country and their God. 

Had he and others of his kind 
not taught them thus the war of 
wholesale and deliberate ‘‘fright- 
fulnesss’’ would not have been 
possible, If the scaffold is to be 
erected for the authors and direc- 
tors of barbarism Bernhardi de 
serves to head the procession up 
the ladder, 


The Victory of the Fleet. 


After all, the war came to an 
end without the great battle in the 


cruiser squadrons, and one battle 


man fleet had waited or the British 
dreadnaughts been able to travel | 
faster. But the universally-ex- 
pected collision between the Grand 
Fleet and the High Seas, Fleet 
never occurred, 

What higher tribute could pos 
sibly be paid to the preponderant 
strength and tireless readiness of 
the British navy than the fact that 
throughout four years of ferocious 
war the enemy found no occasion 
to send out his battleships and at- 
tack with advantage, though his 
vigilant watchfulness was sharp- 
ened by the knowledge that his

blockade which the British fleet 
was the main instrument in main- 
taining? 

If higher tribute were possible it 
is surely afforded by the seeming- 
ly-reliable reports thet the enemy 
fleet was ordered out at the close 
of last month for a fight to the 
finish with the British fleet but 
that the German sailors, knowing 
that it meant certain death, refus- 
ed to go. The sailors on the Brit> 
ish ships knew quite as well as 
their opponents that for thousands 
of them a general fleet engage- 
ment meant death, but in the 
words of Admiral Wemyss the 
German fleet ‘‘had only to come 
out’’ to find its foes, 

The British fleet won, 
fighting, but by 
fight. Its strength and efficiency 
were such that the enemy refused 
to challenge it, Its presence and 
its prestige confined the enemy’s

10—Division of Serbia between 
Austria-Hungary and Bulgaria. 

11—Payment of indemnity of $45,- 
000,000,000 by Great Britain, France 
and the United States, 

12—Occupation of French terri- 
tories until agreements were carried 
out, costs of occupation being met by 
the enemy.

STATE RAILWAYS AND COMPETI-

railroads, in the United States, M. 
William C., McAdoo has made some 
interesting and not unimportant dis- 
coveries One of these is that railway 
revenues cannot be brought up to the 
level of operating expenses if the rates 
charged by the railways are too low. 
It seems a simple and even element- 
ary proposition, but it is one which 
many people in this country have 
failed to grasp The railroads of the 
United States are being operated by 
the government, and the aim of the

A 
delegation of shippers and others in- 
terested in the operation of the New 
York State barge canal, went to Wash- 
ington some few days ago and pro- 
posed that the federal railroad com- 
mission make the fullest possible i se 
of the state waterways. In the dis- 
cussion which followed it was made 
plain by the shippers that the success- 


| ful operation of canal boats depended 


upon their being assured a_ certain 
amount of westbound traffic, and this 
invo.ved the cutting of rates to figures 
below those charged by the railroads. 
Mr. McAdoo declined to make use of 
the canals in this way, as it would re- 
duce the railroad revenues. “I do 
not oppose the canals,” he said. “I 
believe in them, and in time they may 
be developed and be made useful, but 
if I consent to these low canal rates, 
at the end of the year, Uncle Sam 
will have to make an appropriation 
to meet the deficiency in the railroad 
revenues.” 

There seems to be, in this, some food 
for thought. Canada hag bullt, at the 
cost of many millions, a system of 
canals connecting her inland waters, 
and is stili spending miilions upon 
them. They have been regarded al- 
ways as a means of cheap water trans- 
portation, providing an alternative 
route operating as a check upon rail- 
road rales, The government is em 
barking upon a policy of state opeva- 
tion of railways on a large scale, and 
there is talk of state-owned steamers 
on the inland waters. If state-owned 
steamers are to make their appear- 
ance on Canadian inland waters ie the 
government to cut rates as against its 
own railroads and to the reduction of 
its own revenues?

Want Armistice so Germany Will 
Have Intercouse With West 
of Rhine 


London, Nov. 18*—Germany wants 
| the terms of the armistice modified so 
that she can maintain § intercourse} 
with territory on the left bank of the 
Rhine as before the armistice, Dr. | 
Solf, foreign secretary, says in a 
wireless dispatch received here. The 
message is addressed to the govern- 
|ments of the United States. Great 
Britain, France and Italy. 

In view of the close relations be- 
tween the country west of the Rhine 
and the remainder of Germany, the 
| preservation of which is necessary “‘to 
jthe continued peaceful development 
of Germany,” Dr. Solf asks the modi- 
fication of some dozen points concern- 
ing this region. 

For instance, he asks permission 
for German owners to exploit for her 


use the coal, potash and tron ore} 
|mines and the general free use of | 
|the Rhine for transportation within | 


the old boundaries of the German em. 
pire. 

He also asks permission for free 
navigation by way of Rotterdam and 
the coast for the provisioning of Ger- 
many; the continuation of industrial 
pursuits on the left bank of the 
Rhine for the use of the remainder of 
Germany and free railway traffic in 
occupled territory. 

The old frontier of the empire, 
cluding Luxemburg, Dr. Solf suggests, 
is to be regarded as the customs boun- 
dary and customs duties are to be ley- 
jed by Germany Dr. Solf declares 
that without these modifications Ger- 
many will “advance toward more or 
less Bolshevist condftions which might 
becom> dangerous to neighboring 
states.” 

Dr. Solf repeated the previous pro- 
test against the surrender of means of 
transportation and protests against 
“continuation of the blockade.” 

The foreign secretary concludes by 
Saying that attempts by German dele. 
gates to discuss these matters at Spa 
had been unsucceastul because the 
representatives there of the Allied
